ast year marked’ the tenth anniversary of the 
lg founding of the French Bible Committee (Alliance 
Biblique Francaise). In commemoration of this event 
a new illustrated Gospel in magazine format was 
issued by the Bible Committee. The Gospel of Luke 
was chosen and published under the title, ‘‘La Bonne 
Nouvelle’’ (see cover). 

The publishers of 
this edition chose 
only a few pictures of 
the Holy Land. Most 
of the illustrations 
were taken from ev- 
ery-day life in France 
in an effort to give 
the Gospel text strik- 
ing relevance to the 
surroundings and ex- 
periences of the read- 
ers for whom it was 
intended. 

The celebration 
also marked a decade 
of unified Bible work 
in France. As_ the 
General Secretary, 
Mr. Jean Blumen- 
thal, recalls in a com- 
memorative article, 
‘After the hard years of the war and occupation, 
Bible work in France faced enormous difficulties.” 
The two existing Bible organizations were no longer 
able to meet the needs of the churches. ‘The Paris 
Agency of the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
closed during the occupation, was able to begin its 
work with only limited capacity. It was because of 
these problems that the French Bible Committee was 
formed in 1947 with the help of the United Bible 
Societies. 

As a new step in this cooperative unification of the 
Bible program in France, last year also marked the 
establishment of this work as a Joint Agency of the 
American and British Bible Societies. France thus 
becomes in a new degree a responsibility of the 
churches and friends of the American Bible Society, 
who will accept this new challenge with great vitality. 

There is renewed interest in the Bible throughout 
France; and with the help of the two supporting

WV eeu had to endure for twelve years, social 
and economic conditions in the country began to 
change fundamentally, and its inhabitants were again 
able to enjoy that liberty to which they had previ- 
ously been accustomed. 

The economic situation appears to be growing 
stronger daily, and many of the obstacles which im- 
peded the development of commerce are being elimi- 
nated. Social life is improving, and the government 
is showing great interest in the intellectual develop- 
ment of the nation. It has established several new 
universities and also faculties for advanced studies, 
thus giving the citizens who are interested and intelli- 
gent an opportunity to improve their knowledge and 
be better prepared for their daily work. This in the 
long run will benefit the whole country. 

The activity of the evangelical churches is in a 
constant state of development, and there is no doubt 
that the systematic work done by believers is bearing 
fruit and that membership is increasing. New evan- 
gelical groups are being formed, and in this the Bible 
plays a great part. Very often, before a church is 
opened, colportage is done; and the Bible Societies 
provide the Book. 

For example, one of the most active Bible distri- 
butors in northern Argentina is Colporteur Don 
Antonio Parisi. To a recent evangelistic meeting in 
Oran came Baldamena Diaz and his companions 
after traveling 300 kilometers. He became a believer 
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These Argentines from Chaco Province have accepted the Lord and intend to make the Bible the guide for the

and bought Scriptures not only for himself but also 
for his friends and neighbors—five hundred pesos’ 
worth of Bibles and New Testaments. After listenin 
to a message about the Bible Societies he made a 
donation of one hundred pesos and offered his house 
for the holding of meetings. 

At another place which he had an opportunity to 
visit for the first time he was able to place a few 
Bibles with several people who were anxious to read 
God’s Word. When he passed that way later the 
people who had bought the Bibles had continued to} 
read them diligently; and today, through God's 
guidance, a small church has been established there, 
in a place well-nigh impossible to reach, but where 
the Bible had found its way and had made an im 
pression on the people. i 

During the year various churches held special ex-} 
hibits to emphasize the importance of the Book and 
the work done by the Bible Societies in translation, 
publication and distribution of the Holy Scriptures. 
At other times the pastors ask for a colporteur to 
sent to work in the district where a church is planned. 
In Boulogne, a small town near the Federal Capital 
the church planned a special campaign of evangelism 
To interest the people in reading the Bible Col 
porteur F. Carranza led the members of the chure 
in a methodical house-to-house campaign. This past 
year the Bible Society office distributed 1,200 Spanish 
posters and 40,000 Spanish Bible-reading bookmarks 
in connection with the Worldwide Bible Reading 
program from Thanksgiving to Christmas.

On December 31, 1957, Dr. Gilbert Darlington retired as 
Treasurer of the American Bible Society. In recognition of 
he many varied ways in which he has served the Society with 
uch singleness of purpose, the Board of Managers unani- 
wously adopted the following resolution. —Ed. 


ITTLE did the Board of Managers realize in 
B October 1920 the extraordinary and varied serv- 
ces he would render to this great cause, when they 
lected a slim young Episcopal rector and ex-chaplain 
a the Navy as Treasurer of the American Bible 
ciety. Today, some thirty-seven years later, the 
resent Board of Managers desires to pay tribute to 
he Reverend Gilbert Darlington, D. D., who now 
etires as Treasurer. 

_ During his entire term of service four major re- 
onsibilities rested upon the Treasurer—the direc- 
ion of the publishing work of the Society, the ad- 
inistration of its finances, the investment of its 
nds, the supervision of 
S properties. To each of 
ese Dr. Darlington gave 
nore than a full measure 
service both in the in- 
umerable day-to-day 
ansactions and in the 
eative development of 
portant advances.

In the last 
n years issues of these totaled over 75,000,000 in 
teen languages. Under his hand an entirely new 
ries of English Bibles and Testaments was developed, 
iproved in format and binding, high in value and 
w in cost—a prodigious achievement.

of himself and some of his friends a fund for the pro- 
duction of introductory editions of the Sermon on the 
Mount was established. As a result more than 9,124,- 
000 copies have been produced by our Society, and 
some 700,000 in fifteen more languages by other 
Societies aided by ours. One of his most recent 
achievements has been the production of “‘magazine”’ 
Illustrated Gospels in six languages and the corre- 
sponding English Illustrated New Testament, to 
which he gave most painstaking care. The material 
he gathered for these has assisted other Societies in 
like productions in several additional languages. 

No phase of publication operations has failed to 
receive his creative attention, from price lists to ware- 
houses and printing contracts. His personal efforts 
contributed greatly to the high level of Scripture 
production reached during the war, including Scrip- 
tures for the Armed Forces, for refugees and war- 
stricken foreign areas. ‘The speed of recovery of Scrip- 
ture publication in’ Ger- 
many was largely due to 
his initiative in investiga- 
tion and in sending sup- 
plies and machinery. Dur- 
ing his administration the 
figures for Scriptures pro- 
duced, imported and is- 
sued by the Bible House 
reached the total of more 
than 16,000,000 Bibles, 
33,000,000 ‘Testaments, 
210,000,000 Gospels and 
other Portions—a grand 
total of over 260,000,000 
Scriptures, about three 
times the total of the pre- 
ceding 105 years. 

As the Committee on 
Finance can testify, Dr. 
Darlington’s financial ad- 
ministration has been a 
rare combination of the 
conservative and the pro- 
eressive. He has been alert 
to opportunities to add to 
the invested capital funds 
of the Society. Under his leadership the Society 
moved out from investments largely restricted to bonds 
and mortgages to a larger investment in common 
stocks. His careful investigation into the quality of 
such stocks and sound appraisal of their worth largely 
accounts for the success of the Society’s investment 
experience. In the field of annuity gift administration 
he has been a recognized leader not only in the

1946, is well qualified for this important post in a 
great tradition of good stewards. 

He received the degree of bachelor of science, 
magna cum laude, at Rutgers 
University in 1950 and isa 
member of the Rutgers 
Honor Society. In) 1954 
New York University 
granted him a well-earned 
degree of master of busi- 
ness administration, 
where he is a member of 
Beta Gamma Sigma, the 
Honor Society of Business 
Administration. 

He was previously em- 
ployed by American Lith- 
ograph Company, Kop- 
pers Company and S. D. 
Leidesdorf and Company 
(certified public account- 
ants). Mr. Baas has been 
Assistant Treasurer since 
1954 and at present is As- 
sistant Vice President of 
the Astor Place Real Es- 
tate Company and Assist- 
ant Treasurer and Secre- 
tary of the Bible Society 
Pension Committee. 


In 1944 he married Gertrude Rosenast and with 
their two sons, Charles Jr., age eight, and Bruce 
Warren, age three, they are residents of ‘Teaneck, 
New Jersey. They attend St. Paul’s Lutheran Church, 
and Mr. Baas is an active officer and superintendent 
of the church school. He also serves his church in a 
larger capacity as director and member of the execu- 
tive committee of the United Lutheran Church Foun- 
dation and serves on two committees of the Depart- 
ment of Stewardship of the United Lutheran Church. 


Mr. Baas succeeds Dr. Gilbert Darlington, who 
served as Treasurer from 1920 until December 31, 
1957—the longest period of service in the history of 
the office of ‘Treasurer.

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HEN THE American Bible Society started its An- 
W nual Seal Campaign twenty years ago, only one 
other organization was known to be mailing seals ona 
national basis. Today many groups are using seals, but 
the popularity of American Bible Society seals con- 
tinues.

‘The 
high spiritual character of the campaign has pre- 
vailed, and the little seals do much to encourage 
Bible reading. Each year thousands of new friends of 
the Society are added, and the annual contributions

Mr. and Mrs. Rogers said in their 1956 letter: 

‘“‘When you make up your Christmas list, please 
include several Bibles. Just send a gift to the American 
Bible Society and this splendid organization will see 
that those who want Bibles get copies in their own 
language.” 

There are many worth-while appeals for physical 
and material assistance, but the Bible Society’s Seal 
Campaign is still practically unique as a national 
appeal for help in providing spiritual assistance. 

As the program expands and more thousands of 
seals are sent out each year, there is bound to be some 
duplication in mailing. Some people will receive 
several letters, because many friends address envelopes 
for the Society and it is not possible to compare their 
lists with the Society’s membership file. Friends of 
the Society are urgently requested to be forgiving 
when this occurs and to understand it does not rep- 
resent either waste or carelessness. 

The Seal Campaign has grown, but it should be 
greatly expanded. Thus far less than 500,000 Amer- 
icans send individual gifts to the Bible Society each 
year, and there are over 60,000,000 Protestants in the 
U. S. A. With world Scripture needs so great, more 
help must be enlisted at once.

On entering the Society Dr. Darlington took up 
responsibility for the then sixty-five-years-old head- 
quarters, Bible House on Astor Place, and, with Sec- 
retary Frank H. Mann, led in securing the present 
Fifty-seventh Street building. It was his foresight that 
led to the assignment of the Sage Fund to the con- 
struction of Bible Houses, and his creative thought 
had a major part in the erection of the Bible Houses 
in Peiping, Rio de Janeiro, Tokyo and Buenos Aires, 
and in the purchase of the Depository Building in 
the Bronx. This is far from the whole story. Te be 
complete it should include the portraits of several 
Presidents, painted at his expense and installed in the 
Library; the mural memorial to his parents on the 
street floor; his service as Associate Treasurer of the 
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United Bible Societies and as a delegate to at 


of its meetings; his journeys abroad; his birthd 
letters to annuitants; his friendship for the high 
placed and his sympathy for the lowly; his Christm 
and other verses; innumerable kindnesses to his ¢ 
leagues and co-workers; and his constantly renew 
fund of humor. Above all we prize the simplicity a 
directness of his Christian faith and depth of bis co 
cern for the advance of Christ’s Kingdom among me 
Frequently on his lips are the words of Scriptu 
“The field is the world,” ‘“The seed is the Word 
God.” :

he Thailand Bible House has been providing mis- 
sion hospitals and clinics in Thailand with copies 
fthe Scriptures as required. Recently Dr. ite Christopher 
faddox, medical superintendent of the Overseas Mis- 
onary Fellowship in Thailand, requested a further 
pply and reported something of how the books had 
een used.; “Here in the hospital a New Testament and 
Bible are on the table with other reading material in 
4ch of the two main wards, and these are much used 
y patients and their relatives while in the wards. Sev- 
ral have shown such interest that on discharge from 
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hospital they have requested copies to take home; in 
some cases they have been sold at reduced rates, and to 
some who have stayed a long time and shown very real 
interest amounting to professions of faith, a copy of the 
New Testament has been given. One lad was enthralled 
by reading the Old Testament stories, and the Bible was 
missing after he had gone home; the other patients 
were indignant, and another copy was provided—but 
later the lad brought back what he had borrowed.” 

Dr. Maddox cites still other incidents in the leprosy 
clinics, where Scriptures provided by the Thailand Bible 
House have led to conversions. 


RRANGEMENTS have been made by the American Bible 
Society’s Agency in Venezuela to supply 100,000 
Spanish Gospels of John for distribution in Caracas in ad- 
vance of the evangelistic campaign which Dr. Billy Graham 
has been invited to lead. Rev. Kenneth Bystrom, Secretary 
of the Society’s Agency there, is chairman of the literature 
committee for the campaign and will direct the distribu- 
tion of the Gospels. The Presbyterian Print Shop is pre- 
pared to print invitations to the evangelistic meetings on 
the reverse side of the Gospel. (News has just reached the 
Bible House that because of the political unrest in the 
country the Caracas meetings have been cancelled.—Ed.)

It was not possible to 
release more than one Bible to each mine congregation. 
These men seemed as hungry for a copy of the Bible as a 
starving man would be for a good meal.”

The Board of Managers met at the Bible 
House on Thursday, January 2, 1958, 
President Burke in the Chair.

The Board lezrned with deep regret of 
the death of Reverend Doctor Barclay 
Acheson, and the following Memorial 
Minute was adopted by a rising vote: 


REVEREND Doctor BARCLAY ACHESON 


The Board of Managers records 
with sorrow the death, on December 
4, 1957, of the Reverend Doctor 
Barclay Acheson, who had been a 
member of the Board only seven 
months. 

Dr. Acheson was a distinguished 
representative of the many Ameri- 
cans who devote themselves to and 
find their career in enterprises for 
human welfare. Serving briefly as a 
teacher in Beirut and as a pastor in 
Raymond, Washington, he became a 
leader in the Presbyterian New Era 
Movement and then in the China 
Famine Fund Campaign. His gifts 
for organization continued as direc- 
tor of the Near East Relief from 1921 
to 1944 and of the Near East Founda- 
tion from 1930 to 1937 and vice 
president of its directors at the time 
of his death. He became an editor of 
the Reader's Digest in 1936 and was 
currently director of its many over- 
seas editions. He served on the boards 
or committees of many organizations 
devoted to public service, where his 
wide knowledge and long experience 
were prized. 

The Board of Managers regrets 
that his death deprived them of 
closer acquaintance with him and of 
the benefits of his counsel. The 
Board extends its deep sympathy to 
his wife and family.
